ON LEAVING AUTO 
ATPOLIGE STATION 


 Pethor C. Kimball, Wounded 
Four Times, in Front of 
Headquarters, Calmly Ex- 
amines Pulse and Asks 
Quick Treatment, Saying 
He’ll Recover. 


ITALIAN ASSAILANT 
IN CUSTODY BEFORE 


He Had Been Released as 
Harmless After Asking 
Protection From Black 
Hand—Says . He Hates 
Men With Money. 


Dr. Arthur C. Kimball of 1119 Walton 
Avenue was stabbed four times in the 
left side by Joseph de Grandi, an 
Italian, as he was entering Police Head- 
quarters on Twelfth street near Clark 
fvermue at 10:15 a. m. today. 

De Grandi, who, several times recent- 
ly, has been under police observation, 
ie believed to have been driven insane 
by real or fancied persectitions by mem- 
bers of the Black Hand Society. When 
he stabbed Dr. Kimball he was under 
en hallucination that agents of the 
Black Hand were following him about 
with automobiles. 

While preparations «vere being made 


to take Dr. Kimball to the city dispen- 
sary he felt his own pulse and asked 
that no time should be lost in obtaining 
expert surgical treatment. At his re- 
quest he was hurried to the Mulilan- 
Phy Hospital in an ambulance. 

At the hospital it was said that while 
the exact extent and nature of Dr. 
Kimball's wounds had not been deter- 
mined, it was believed they were of 
such a character that his recovery could 
be expected. 

wr. Kimball was called to Police 
Headquarters to identify a revolver 
Which detectives had recovered in -a 
pawnshop and which was believed to 
have been the one stolen from his home 
by a burglar several days ago. 

Stepping from his automobile, Dr. 
Kimball started toward the front steps 
of the police headquarters building. 


) Plunges Knife Four Times. 

De Gradin, wearing a biue jumper, 
ptood near the building at the right 
of the steps. 5 

Taking a long-bladed knife from his 
pocket, De Gradin plunged it into Dr. 
Kimball's left side, near the heart. The 
knife rose and fell four times. 

Detectives O’Brien and Woods, who 
were coming out of the building, cap- 
tured De Gradin. Other policemen and 
passersby caught Dr. Kimball and pre- 
vented him from falling. 

After a dispensary ambulance had 
been called Dr. Kimball asked a by- 
stander to hold a watch while he 
counted his pulse. 

At the dispensary it was found the 

most serious of the wounds was a deep 
one in the center of the chest, near the 
heart. There were!’ two wounds lower 
down on the left side and one near the 
left shoulder. 
Though physicians at the dispensary 
paid the wound in the chest was a se- 
rious one, Dr. Kimball with a remark- 
able coolness examined the wound and 
felt his pulse a second time. 

“IT don’t think this will result fatally, 
but I probably will be laid up for sev- 
eral weeks,”’ he said. 

He told the police he never before 
had seen the man who stabbed him. 

Hates Men With Money. 

De Grandi was taken to Chief Al- 
lender's office and closely questioned, 
but he refused to tell why he stabbed 
the physician. 

“He looked like he had money,” he 
paid. “I hate all men who have money. 
I never saw him before."’ 

De Grandi then talked Inc vherently 
about having been threatened by the 
Biack Hand. 

Twieo in the last four months De 
Grandi has been in the custody of the 
police. Each time he was released as 
a harmiess character, mentally irre- 
sponsible. 

January 3 he went to the Mounted Dis- 
#rict Station. He said he was Joseph 
de Grandi, 36 yer ’ old, of 42% Bischof 
“avenue, and that he was being perse- 
cuted by Black Hand letter writers. The 
Black Hand, he said, had run him out 
of Brooklyn, N: Y., and had followed 
him io St. Loui. 

On his plea that he feared his life 
was in danger, he was permitted to re- 
main at the Mounted District Station 
three days.

NORVELL STORY OF 
TIOW IT HAPPENED’ 


Abrupt Conclusion Expresses 
Fear Primary Campaign Facts 
Might Hurt Party. 

SAYS HAWES KEPT WORD 
Cites That Democrats Have Im- 


portuned Former Mayoralty 
Candidate to Hold Off. 





Saunders Norvell, editor of the Hard- 
ware Reporter, and lately contender for 
the Democratic nomination for Mayor, 
brings his story of ‘“‘How It Happened’’ 
to an apologetic anti-climax in this 
week’s issue of his paper. The story, 
which related to the primary campaign, 
was originally announced to run 
through several numbers, but the sec- 
ond installment is made the last, at 
least until ‘after the city election of 
April 1. 

It is explained, in substance, that the 
series is cut short for fear of hurting 
the party, and it is further stated that 
Norvell has fled the worries of author- 
ship and politics, and is tarpon fish- 
ing in Florida. The article shows a 
marked change of tone in its references 
to Harry B. Hawes, who, in the first 
installment, was called an “alleged po- 
litical boss,’”’ and whom Norvell, in an 
interview last week, taxed with having 
promised to him newspaper. support 
which did not materialize.

We regret to announce to the read- 

ers of The Hardware Reporter that, 
with this chapter, we have decided 
to conclude the story which we pur- 
posed to print dealing with the race 
for the mayoralty nomination of the 
City of St. Louis of Mr. S. Norvell, 
editor of this publication. A great 
many of Mr. Norvell’s friends, both 
Republicans and Democrats, have 
called at this office and suggested 
to us that if we were to publish 
the true story of the campaign as 
we originally intended, it - might 
have an important effect upon the 
élection which will he held on 
April 1. We shal] therefore be guid- 
éd by this suggestion and shall have 
nothing further to say on the subject, 
at least until the election is over. It 
was our intention to write a story

The conversa- 
tion was quite an interesting one, but 
to reproduce it here would simply lead 
to more misleading headlines and more 
twisting of facts. Nothing succeeds 
like success. It is not a popular thing 
to defend a man who is politically down 
and out. One object of this story of 
the campaign was to tell of Mr. Nor- 
vell’s relations. with Mr. Hawes, who 
has been luridiy written up in the daily 
press. Even after his defeat in the 
primary on March 7, his personal friena 
Mr. . Run-the-Town Johns, could not 
resist the temptation to get in the 
headlines ‘Hawes again retires from 
politics.’ Among all good sports, when 
a man is down he is not kicked, but this 
rule does not seem to hold good in the 
ethics of modern journalism.

HUFF OVER CHINA 


Huntington Wilson Doesn’t Like 
the Administration’s Declara- 
tion of Policy. 


AGREED TO WAIT AWHILE 


Expected J. B. Moore Will Be 
Made Counsel With Authority 
to Act as Secretary. 


WASHINGTON, March ®.—Hunting- 
ton Wilson, assistant and acting Secre- 
tary of State, has resigned that office 
and insisted upon immediate acceptance 
of the resignation because of his radi- 
cal difference of opinion with the ad- 
ministration regarding its Chinese poli- 
cies. 

President Wilson immediately 
cepted the resignation. 

Wilson, like all assistant secretaries 
of the various departments, tendered his 
resignation as a matter of form to Pres- 
ident Wilson directly upon the latter’s 
assumption of office. Wilson was re- 
quested to continue in his place until it 
should be convenient for the President 
to name his successor, and consented to 
do so to accommodate Secretary Bryan 
in his desire to make his present visit 
to Lincoln, Neb., so this involved the 
abandonment of reservation “which he 
had’ made on a steamship sailing for 
Europe last Tuesday. 

Adee Acting Sccretary. 

The issue of the statement from the 
White House defining the administra- 
tion’s attitude regarding the Chinese 
loan negotiations, is believed to have 
been regarded by Assistant Secretary 
Wilson as sufficient to. justify him in 
requesting to be relieved at once from 
duty. 

After telegraphic notice to Secretary 
Bryan of his intentions, Wilson, late 
yesterday afternoon, dispatched a note 
to the White House terminating his 
own service, and President Wilson im- 
mediately designated Second Assistant 
Secretary Adee to act as Secretary of 
State during Secretary Bryan’s pres- 
ent, absence. 

A probable result of the resignation 
will be the immediate appointment, un- 
der a recess commission, of John Bas- 
sett Moore, as Counsellor of the De- 
partment of State with authority to act 
as Secretary. 

In a thousand word letter to President 
Wilson, the former acting Secretary of

‘State, set forth that when he consented 


to continue for a time with the new ad- 
ministration, he did not understand 
there were to be any radica. changes 
of policy for which he would be called 
upon to act as spokesman. 

Letter of Resignation. 

The letter continued in part: 

“It today becomes the duty of the act- 
ing Secretary of State, in dispatching 
instructions to the representatives of 
this government abroad and- as the 
channel of communication with the rep- 
resentatives of foreign governments at 
Washington, to be spokesman of the 
President in regard to a new Far East- 
ern policy which fis apparently deduaible 
from your statement issued to the press 
last night. Inasmuch as I find myself 
entirely out of harmony with this radical 
change of policy as I understand it, I 
trust that you will sympathize with the 


|view that it was not appropriate that I 


should longer retain the responsibilities 
of the office which I have now relin- 
quished. 3 

‘T had no reason te suppose that the 
officials on duty in the Department of 
State would learn first from the news- 
papers of a declaration of policy which 
I think shows on its face the inade- 
quacy of the consideration given to the 
facts and theories involved. and the 
failure clearly to apprehend the motives 
leading to and the purposes of the pol- 
icy superseded. I had no reason to sup- 
pose that the fate of negotiations which 
had so long had the studious attention 
of the foreign offices of six great pow- 
ers would be abruptly determined with 
such quite unnecessary haste, and in so 
unusual a manner. These methods, 
against which I respectfully protest, 
are the very extraordinary circum- 
stances which I feel vitiate my under- 
standing with Mr. Bryan, and com- 
pletely relieve me of any further obli- 
gation in the premises.’’ 

President Wilson replied: 

“My Dear Sir: Allow me to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your letter of yes- 
terday, and to say that I accept your 
resignation as you suggest as of the 
present date.’’ 

The correspondence was given out at 
the White House today. Whlson’s letter 
of resignation was dated yesterday. The 
President’s acceptance was dated today.

FREE LUNGH IS 
DOOMED; MAYOR 
SIGNS THE BILL 


New Law Makes It Misdemeanor 
to Give Away Food Jin 


Saloons. 
JEFFERSON CITY,.March 2.—Gov. 
Major today signed the anti-free lunch 
bill, which makes it unlawful.to provide 
free lunches in saloons. Violation Is 
made a misdemeanor punishable by a 
fine of from $25 to $100 or by imprison- 
ment in jail for a period not exceed- 
ing 30 days or by both such fine and 
linprisonment. 
The measure ,was urged by the St. 
Louis Retail Liquor Dearers’ Associa- 
tion. George L. Hirts, who came here 
in the interest of that organization, 
says that the new law will insure bet- 
ter sanitation in the saloons. He says 
it will save saloon dramshop keepers 
$250,000 a year. 
Here is the complete text of anti-free 
lunch bill: 
‘Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
tly of the State of Missouri, as follows: 
Section 1—It shall be unlawful for any 
person, company or corporation to give 
free lunches in any place where liquors 
are sold by such person, company or 
corporation. 
Section 2. Any person, company’ or 
corporation violating the provisions of 
this act shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction § thereof 
shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $25 or more than $100 or by im- 
prisonment in the county jail for 4 
period not excéeding 30 days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment.”

The passing of the free lunch will be 
a sad blow to thousands of St. Louis 
men who have come to regard it as a 
fixed institution like Congress, habeas 
corpus or the street car strap. 

The anti-free lunch law will go into 
effect in 90 days, but itis believed many 
St. Louis saloonkeepers, with the. moral 
force of law behind them, will abolish 
the free lunch at once. The law will be 
enforced by the police as in the case of 
all other misdemeanors.

STRAP HANGING 
AGGRAVATES Tht 
—-FLALOOT EVIL 


Dr. Block Says It Causes Lower 


Limbs ‘to Recéivé All SHUCR*™ 
of Car’s Vibration. 














Did you ever hang on a stréet car 
strap with nothing on your mind but 
your feet? 

Of course you\ did. Perhaps you do 
it every morning and every evening 
without realizing that you are in great 
danger of being permanently afflicted 
with that troublesome affliction known 
to science as flat-foot. 

Dr. A. E. Block, a foot specialist with 
offices in the Frisco building, has 
studied the effects of street car rid- 


ing in its relations to the human foot} 


and he says that standing in the cars 
is ruining the feet of hundreds of St. 
Louis women and many men, 

One reason why women suffer most is 
that they are not as handy with their 
feet as men are. They do not so readily 
adapt themselves to the changing mo- 
tlons of the car. Instead of doing this 
they try to brace themselves, thus caus- 
ing the feet to sustain the entire shock 
of sudden stops, starts and jolts. 

The effect of street car riding is most 
injurious in the rush hours of the even- 
ing, Dr. Block says. It is then that 
straphanging does its worst. 

“Hundreds of young women in St. 
Louis have employment which makes it 
necessary for them to be on their’ feet 
all day,” said Dr. Block. “But this in 
itself would not cause flatfoot, for the 
reason that whatever one’s employment 
may be there is always a chance to walk 
a few steps occasionally or at least to 
shift the position of the feet. 

“Standing in one position, with no op- 
portunity to relieve the pressure on the 
feet, will in time cause the arch tw 
break. The bones In the middle of tha 
foot become depressed and rest on the 
ground and the foot is ruined. 

“Ir the evening rush hour the cars 
are so crowded that those who stand 
in the aisles have no room in which tv 
change the position of their feet. Hang- 
ing on a strap affords no relief. Ona 
the contrary, it aggravates the trouble 
The upper muscles of the body are busy

“Admiral Eaton did not die a natural 
death. This fact was communicated to 
me on March 10 by Prof. Whitney, in a 
preliminary verbal report and has been 
known to the officers working on the 
case since that time. 

We have been unable thus far to as- 
cértain where the poison was procured 
Mrs. Eaton was arrested at her home at 
Assinnippi this morning.” 

Mrs. Eaton was later arraigned be- 
fore Judge Pratt, who conducted the 
inquest into the Adniiral’s death. She 
pleaded not guilty, and was committed 
to jail without bail for a further hear- 
ing on March 28. 

The present Mrs. Eaton was the Ad- 
miral’s second wife and was formerly 
the wife of D. A. Ainsworth, once a 
Sl hadly 2. nhteay a Hae Senate. Her 

eorge rrison, and the 
family home was at Alexandria, Va. 
She is 40 years of age. 

The investigation is said to have de- 
véloped that her married life was not 
altogether happy. Her explanation thai 
her husband died from an attack of 
indigestion @id not satisfy the medical 
examiner and, after conferring with the 
family physician, he delayéd the prep- 
aration of the body for burial until a 
post-mortem had been made. 

Found Dead in Bed, 

. Eaton has two daughters by her 
first marriage, Mrs. June Ainsworth 
Keyes of Boston and Dorothy Ains- 
worth, who lived with her. 

The arrest of the Admiral’s widow, 
who watched dry-eyed the burial of her 
officer husband, was as sensational and 
mysterious as has been every detail of 
the case. Two officers accompanied her 
in a closed automobile from the Eaton 
home in <Assinippi to the Courthouse 
here, and when she walked smilingly 
into the room it was ostensibly to testify 
at the inquest. 

The first suspicion of the turning of 
the inquest into a court of law came 
when District Attorney Parker tele- 
phoned for her lawyer, who arrived 
within half an hour. 

“Death was due to arsenical poisoning. 
Peculiar features which are involved 
have prevented the authorities from 
communicating them to the public. 

Admiral Eaton was found dead in bed 
by his wife at his home in Norvell, 
20 miles south of Boston, March & He 
had complained of severe indigestion the 
previous afternoon and was attended by 
Dr. Joseph Frame of Rockland. It is 
known that the doctor did not think his 
patient was in a serious condition at 
the time he was consulted, and when 
notified of the death he was astonished 
and called up Dr. Gilman Osgood, the 
County Medical Examiner, at his home 
in Rockland and communicated his gus 
picions to him. 

Dr. Osgood later held a secret autopsy. 
and with the assistance of Dr. Wheat- 
ley of North Adington and Dr. Frame,

SAYS PROSECUTOR! 


t::surance Promoters Entered 
as Subscribers to Insurance 
. Stocks for Which They 
Never Had Paid a Cent, 
Government Alleges in 


Opening Case.

COUNTRY BANKERS 
WERE DECEIVED 


. Funds Obtained on Behalf of 
Life and Fire Companies 
Were Freely Checked Up- 
on for Individual Uses, 
Asserts Homer Hall. 


The trial of former Congressman 
Harry M. Coudrey and Harry B. Gard- 
ner, accused of using the mails to obtain 
money on false representations and 
promises, was begun in the United 
States District Court Thursday morning 
with a statement to the jury by Assist- 
ant United States District Attorney 
Hall. The jury was selected Wednes- 
day. 

Hall told the jury that the prosecu- 
tion grew out of the, promotion of the 
s0-called twin insurance companies. the 
Continental Life Assurance Co. of 
America and the International Fire In- 
surance Co. of America, in 1909. These 
companies were to have an authorized 
capital stock of $500,000 each, he said, in 
60,000 shares. 

The Government would show, Hall 
said, that the shares were to be soli 
for $25 each, of which $10 was to be the 
actual price of the share and $15 to be 
for organization purposes. The promot- 
, €rs were jquoted as promising to main- 
tain theee prices, although Hall de- 
clared the Government would show they 
did not do so, but sold some of them 
for less money. 

Country Bankers Interested. 

As outlined by Hall, the plan of the 
companies was this: Country bankers 
were to be interested and were to sub- 
scribe for the stock, each banker be: 
coming a trustee for sales in his cis- 
trict, the money collected in his district 
to be deposited in his bank. The State 
of Missouri was to be divided into 3 
districts each district with a banker- 
trustee. The same plan was to be fol- 
lowed in other states. 

“The Government will show,’’ Hall 
continued, “that despite these prom- 
ises, the promoters did not permit the 
funds to remain in the country banks, 
but withdrew them and used them for 
these men.”’ 

The Assistant District Attorney roe- 
ferred to what he called the extrava- 
gant cleims of the promoters. One of 
these was, he explained, that the com- 
panies would have “the best backing of 
any companies ever organized on the 
American continent.” 

Hall read some letters which he said 
had been sent to country bankers. One 
of them, he explained, was in answer 
to a request from a banker for a ref- 
erence either to the Third National 
Bank or the Washington National Bank 
of St, Louis. The answer that the 
whole scheme was against the city 
banks: that no business was done with 
the St. Louls banks because the com- 
panies preferred to do business with the 
country banks. 

OCoudrey’s Position Lent Weight. 

Hall dwelt at length on the fact that 
Coudrey at that time was a representa- 


tive in the National Congress from the] 


Twelfth Missouri District and that this 


gave great weight to representations; 


bearing his name. Both he and Gard- 
ner had homes in St. Louis and Coudrey 
had been previously at the head of the 
H. M. Coudrey Insurance Agency in 
St. Louis, 

The Continental Co. obtained its 
articles of incorporation March 29, 1909. 
Hall declared the Government would 
show that prior to this time business 
had been solicited in the name of the 
company, and that the promoters had 
received and expended money in its | 
name. 

"The company negotiated loang,”” Hali 
went on, “and we shall show that one 
of the first checks issued by the Conti- 
nental Company was one for $5200, 
which went to a trust company in St. 
Louls for the purchase .of property 
which came later into the possession of 
Harry B. Gardner. This check was is- 
sued before the articles of incorpora- 
tion were issued, we shall prove.” 

Hall mentionéd that tn one instance 
stock was entered on the books as hav- 
ing been sold when it had not been 
sold. Gardner, sitting behind Attorney 
_€, oPrter Johnson, nodded his: head 
vigorously and seemed to be talking to 
himself. Judge Dyer interrupted Hall 
und remarked to Gardner that it was 
unnecessary for him to show by signs 
or otherwise that he understood refer- 
ences in Hall's speech and cautioned 
him against any further demonstration 
of the sort. 


Gardner Was Made Fiscal Agent. 

Hall said that at a meeting of the 
board of directors in March, 1909, Gara- 
ner was appointed fiscal agent and his 
compensation for promoting the two 
companies was to be 24 per cent of the 
sales of the $2,600,000 stock issue. One 
of the companies had not at that time, 
according to Hall, even been incorpo- 
rated. 

No other meeting was held, Hall sald, 
until the following October, when the 
minutes of the March meeting were ap- 
ree 
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having paid $1000 on account, whereas 
McNair would testify that he Had not 
paid a cent and never intended to pay 
anything. 

The State, Hall explained, was divided 
into 39 districts, with a district bank in 
each, 


the two companies in its district. In 


‘| Some instances, he said, money for stock 


was deposited with the district banks, 
but in others it went straight to the 
headquarters of the two companies. 
Certificates of deposit were obtained 
from the banks, according to Hall, on 
the pretense that they were merely to 
be shown to prospective investors in 
St. Louis, but they were gashed and the 
money. freely checked out by’ Gardriér. 
BetWeen February, 1909, and June, 1910, 
according to Hall, Gardner drew com- 
pany checks at will. to pay his personal 
bills for an automobile, groceries, dry 
g00ds and so on. 


Represented Sales Nearly Made. 

About this time, according to Hall’s 
statement, the promoters represented 
that its stock was nearly all sold and 
those who wished to buy it would have 
to hurry, as the company was ready 
to write business and. expected. to begin 
in 30 or 60 days. This was not true’ 
Hall declared, for the stock was not all 
sold and few of the stock transactions 
were complete, payments having been 
made with unsecured notes in some

which was to be a depository for |, 





The articles of incorporation were 
prepared by Attorney F. M. Estes, since 
dead, Hall said, and attached to them 
were the signatures of other prominent 
attorneys. Hall said the Govérnment 
would show that these attorneys signed 
them on representations of Estes that 
it was a mere formality and that none 
of them owned any stock in the con- 
cern. 

Statements were sent out saying that 
certain prominent business men had sub- 
scribed for the limit of stock allowed 
to one persons. Hall said these business 
men would appear in court and deny 
this, 

Gardner Wore Tfronical Smile. 

While Hall’ was speaking Gardner sat 
looking at him, an ironical smile on his 
face. 

Hall said that in October, 1909, it was 
represented that the company had se- 
cured 30 trustees in Missouri, and that 
It went into Illinois and Kansas to pros- 
ecute the plan in those states. He said 
that Gardner declared over his own sig- 
nature that bankers who would take as 
many as 100 shares would be permitted 
to carry $50,000 deposits of the company, 
and that there would be a proportionate 
Increase of the deposit for additional 
stock sold, up to the amount of $100,000. 

It was advertised that the company 
wished a medical director for its life 
policies, Hall said, and an_ effort was 


made. to get doctors _to subscribe for

‘Youth With Young Woman 
When He Is Wounded at An- 
other Girl’s Home.

Miss Miller answered 
the bell and Combs asked for Thomas.

Thomas said 
it had been destroyed. Combs then de- 
manded that Thomas apologize to Miss 
Schildroth for the letter Miss Miller 
had sent her.

THREE-SIDED FIGHT 


Franchise-Giving, Lid Question 
and Bridge Problem Enter 
' Into Issues. 


The office of Mayor of University 
City, which pays a salary of $1 a yeat, 
is the prize nm a three-sided campaign, 
now going on, which reproduces some 
of the main features of the Simon-Kiel- 
Gerhart contest in St. Louis, 

Like St. Louis, University City has as 
issues in its campaign a “Big Cinch” 
of franchise-seeking corporations, a lid 
question, and a bridge problem. The 
last named relates to the unbuilt bridges 
and unfulfilled street improvements for 
which a $25,000 bond issue was voted 
more than two years ago. As was told 
in Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch, the $25,- 
000 is now tied up in a “profit-sharing 
certificate’ of the People’s Savings 
Trust Co., an E. G, Lewis institution 
now in a receiver’s hands. 

Ever since University City was incor- 
porated, E. G. Lewis, publisher, banker 
and realty promoter, has sat in the 
Mayor's chair and has drawn one gold 
dollar, suitably engraved, as his salary, 
each year. This year Lewis is not seek- 
ing re-election, and the three contenders 
are August Heman, contractor and for- 
mer president of the Jefferson Club in 
St. Louis; William L. Meakin, manyfac- 
turer’s agent, and Charles J. Cornwell, 
manufacturer, All are in business in 
downtown 8t. Louis. 


Violated Pledges Alleged. 
Cornwell says Meakin asked’ him to 


run before coming out himself. Meakin 
says Heman promised support to him, 
then became a candidate himself. Both 
Cornwell and Meakin say Heman is the 
administration candidate, and is relying 
on the Lewis support for election, Both 
Meakin and Cornwell declare themselves 
anti-Lewis men, and each of the two 
says that, if he is elected, there will be 
a general overhauling of the municipal 
finances. 

Meakin says public utility companies

City by obtaining long-term franchises 
of various kinds, and that the United 
Railways Co. in particular is seeking a 
blanket franchise which will permit it 
to run on any street which it wishes to 
use, 

Cornwell says, he has heard it charged 
that he favors a “wide-open town” 
policy.

Cornwell says he will demand equaliza- 
tion in taxation. The Third Ward, he 
declares, is paying more than its share 
of taxes. He represents the University 
Heights secetion, while Meakin and He- 
man live in the Parkview district.

H. Kuhs, nominee for the Board of d4- 
ucation on the bipartisan ticket, and to 
vote for Dr. Loulsa EB. Bunte, Progres- 
sive nominee, in his place, was made 
Thursday by the Exeoutive Board of 
the Municipal Voters’ League, 

A bulletin issued by Alexander Galt, 
secretary of the league, said: 

“The Municipal Voters’ League, after 
further investigation of the School 
Board situation, finds that Mr. A. H. 
Kuhs of 2720 Bouth Thirteenth street, is 
in our opinion, not well qualified for 
a position en the Board of .Hducation, 
and we therefore recommend that the 
voters of all parties unite on Dr, L. £. 
Bunte of 3203 Sullivan avenue, who is 
very well regarded by all of his asso- 
clates, and who, we feel assured, wil] 
make a very good man for this posi- 
tion.” 

The Post-Dispatch called attention, 
after Kuhs had been nominated by the 
Republicans for the School Board, to 
the fact that he was put oan the ticket 
by “Cap” Troll aud George W. Rieoh- 
mann, and that his nomination would 
thus be one of the sort which the bi- 
partisan system was designed to avoid. 





When the question of aeeepting the 
Republican nominees eame up in the 
Demecratic elty convention, George H: 
Moore moved that Kuhs be not ae- 
cepted, and that the Republicans be 
asked to name Judge Hugo Muench or 
some other aeeeptable Republican in his 
place. This motion failed, and Kuhs 
was placed on the bi-partisan ticket. 

The nomination of Kuhs was the fe- 
sult of @f1 amendment tacked, at the 
last moment, to the new primary lew. 
This. amendment provided that party’ 
eonventions should name the Board of 
Bdueation candidates, 


The amendment was the result of a 
political “scare” to the effect that the 
primary system, as applied to school 
board nominations, would mean boss 
rule. The Post-Dispatch showed, at the 
time, that there was no foundation for 
euch an assertion. The result of the 
amendment was that the two Repubil- 
can bosses, Troll, the South Side lid- 
club magnate, and Reichmann, a North 
St. Louis saloon keeper and Justice of 
the Peace, “got busy” at once for their 
man Kuhs, and sudceeded in “putting 
him over’ in the eonventions. 

The Progressive Party, whose ticket 
is headed by Brank H. Gerhart for 
Mayor, disregarded the bi-partisan ar- 
rangement, and chose its own ticket for 
the Boaré of Hducation. ‘There is no 
objection, so far as is known, to any 
of the five Progressive nominees for 
the Board, but to overcome the advan- 
tage which Kuhes’ position on the Re- 
publican and Democratic tidkets will 
give him, it will be necessary for vot- 
ers to unite on one candidate against 
him. The Municipal Voters’ League, 
after canvassing the situation, decided 
to recommend Dr. Bunte. 

Kuhs, who has for two years been tn 
the real estate business, was formerly 
chief salesman for the Obert brewery.

Robert M. Belcher, an attorney “or the 
striking miners in the Paint Creek and 
Cabin Creek districts, today applied to 
the Supreme Court of Appeals for a writ 
of habeas corpus for “Dan” Chains, a 
negro miner imprisoned’ in the State 
penitentiary under sentence from the 
military commission appointed by Gov. 
Glasscock to try those arrested under 
martial law. : 

Belcher admits the right of the mili- 
tary to arrest and hold in confinement 
those arrested as offenders in the mar- 
tial law district. He denies the right of 
the military to try and condemn citizens. 
He contends that the Constitution grants 
every man the right of*trial by jury, and 
that the military should turn over to 
the_civil authorities the prisoners they 
have taken into custody during the 
strike. 


Dees Not Hope for State Redress. 
Belcher admits frankly that he does 


not expect the State court to grant him 
the writs, but it is necessary to go to 
that court before he can ener the gu- 
preme. court of the United. States. 
Within 10 days the State court is ex- 
pected to hand down a decision. If it 
is against the miner, the matter will 
be laid before the final tribunal at 
Washington. 

A similar procedure was had before 
the State court last December. A writ 
was asked for two miners sentenced to 
long terms in the penitentiary. In a 
lengthy decision peculiar for contra- 
dictions, the majority of the court held 
that the military was supreme in the 
districts and therefore its decision was 
final, but this paragraph was attachea 
io the end of the decision: 

“We are not reviewing the sentences 
complained of, or ascertaining nor de- 
claring their legal limits. Our present 
inquiry goes only to the question of the 
legality of the custody of the respondent 
at the present time and under the exist- 
ing conditions. The territory in which the 
uffenses were committed is still under 
martial rule. It suffices here to say 
whether the imprisonment is under 
present, conditions authorized by law, 
and we think it is. We are not called 
upon to say whether the end of the 
reign of martial law in the territory 
in question will terminate the sentences 
and upon that question we express no 
opinion.”’ 


“Unamerican,” Said Dissenting Judge. 
In a strong dissenting opinion Judge 


Robinson condemned the opinion of the 
entire theory of the rights of free men. 
In the course of a lengthy decision, he 
stated: 

“The majority opinion bokijly asserts 
that the sacred guarantees of our State 
Constitution may be set aside and wholly 
disregarded on the plea of necessity. It 
had long been supposed that such doc- 
trine was forever condemned and fore- 
closed in this State. It was believed that 
the’ ringing denouncement against that 
doctrine in the opening sentences of our 
Constitution was sufficient to bar it 
from recognition by any citizen, official 
or judge. The unmistakable words were 
supposed to be too clear to ever-endanger 
our people by a disregard of their mean- 
ing. Hear them: 

“*The provisions of the Constitution 
of the United States and of this State 
are operative alike in a period of war 
as in time of peace, and any departure 
therefrom, or violation thereof, under 
the plea of necessity or any other plea, 
is subversive of good government and 
tends to anarchy and despotism.’ Arti- 
cle 1, Sec. 3.

AUSTRIA'S DEMAND 
ON MONTENEGRO 


Government Demands Satisfac- 
tion for Fiting on One of 
Nation’s Merchant: Vessels. 








By Associated Press. 
VIENNA, Austria, March 2.—The 


Austrian Government brought the. Bal- 
kan situation close to a crisis today by 
making several peremptory demands on 
Montenegro. 

The Austrian Minister at Cettinje, the 
Montenegrin capital, was instructed to 


inform the «Montenegrin . Government 
that it must comply with the follow- 
ing: 


The free exit from the fortress of 
Seutari of all non-combatants. 

Explanations of the death of a Catho- 
lic priest named Palie, who is said to 


lhave been slaughtered because he op- 


posed the violent conversions of prison- 
ers. 

Violent conversions must cease instant. 
ly. 

Full satisfaction must be given for the 
violence shown by the Montenegrins and 
Servians at San Giovanni di Medua on 
the Adriatic coast, toward the crew of 
the Austrian merchant vessel, Skodra. 

Three Austrian battleships and three 
smaller warships left Pola, the chief 
Austrian naval station yesterday, for 
un unknown destination. It is suppused 
they are to support today’s demands, 
Austrian Ship Refused to Aid Drown- 

ing Servian T'roops., 

BUDAPEST, Hungary, March 20..--An 
official version of the incident in which 
the Austrian steamer Skodra was, fired 
upon at San Giovanni di Medua was 
given out here today. It says: 

“The Austrian merchant = steamer 
Skodra went to San Giovanni di Medua 
to discharge her cargo, but the Harbor- 
master of the port forbade the landing 
of the cargo and ordered Capt. Blasic 
to assist in the landing of Servian 
troops and war munitions frorm some 
Greek ships. Capt. Blasicht refused. 

“In the meantime the Turkish cruiser 
Hamidien arrived and sank four of the 
Greek transports. The Harbormaster, 
after the departure of the Turkish 
cruiser, called upon Capt. Blasich to 
help rescue the drowning Servians, The 
captain of the Austrian vessel declincd, 


As s6on as the gendarme left the ship, 
Blasich steamed away from the pert at 
full speed. The shore guns fired at the 
retreating Skodra.”’

Once upon a time, or, to be exact, on 
April Fool’s day in 19064, Morgan Jones 
and others filed suit to unscramble the 
scrambled electric light, heat and pow- 
er companies of St. Louis. Nine years 
have elapsed since that litigation began 
and another April Fool’s day is ap- 
proaching. and the case, with $590,000 at 
stake, still is pending in court. 
| About the middle of 1908 the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co., after 
having absorbed. the Citizens’ Electric 
Light and Power Co. and the Imperial 
Flectric Light, Heat and Power Co., ac- 
quired three-fifths of the stock of the 
Missouri-Edison Electric Co., its only 
other competitor, and immediately set 
about forming a consolidation between 
the two compantes.. The holders of two- 
fifths of the. Missouri-Edison stock who 
had refused to surrender their shares at 


against the merger, but as they were in 
the minority, they received but scant 
attention. 

Suit Filed in 1904, 

So, on April 1, 1904, Morgan Jones of 
Colorado and other minority stockhoid- 
ers of the submerged Missouri-Edison 
Co. filed suit in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court to have the merging of the 
two companies declared illegal. 

About the same time F. A. Ruff and 
others representing a holding of 1000 
shares of the minority stock filed a sim- 
liar suit in the State Circuit Court, but 
later on in the course of long delayed 
litigation, this suit was withdrawn, and 
the complainants joined ‘hands with the 
Morgan Jones group in ‘the United 
States Court. 

The Union Electric Light ‘Co., includ- 
ing the majority stockholders in what 
had been the Missouri-Edison Co., filed 
a demurrer, setting forth multifarious 
technical reasons why the bill of the 
plaintiffs should be dismissed.

Cause Action.

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, March 2.—It is stated here 


that Armour & Co. have contracted to 
spend $2,000,000 in the acquisition of a 
water front site for a packing plant fn 
Jersey City. This is looked on as a fore- 
runner of smiliar purchases by Swift & 
Co. and the Morris and Cudahy inter- 
ests. 

The removal of the tariff on beef is 
the potent factor in this action of the 
packers. They believe that free beef 
and beef products is only a maiter of 
time. While they are not certain that 
beef will go on the free list at this ses- 
sion of Congress, they are confident that 
the scarcity of cattle in the United 
States and the high prices which beef 
is commanding will corupel the farmers 
and cattle raisers to accept beef on the 
free list. 

Cattle From Argentina. 

The pian is to bring cattle direct from 
Argentina, Canada and other countries 
and slaughter them in Jersey City. 

“There has been no announcement at 
the yards,’ said a representative of Ar- 
mour & Co., ‘“‘but such a program would 
be quite in the progressive spirit. Even 
should the tariff remain unchanged 
there Is much in favor of constructing 
plants in the East. The eastern terri- 
tory is the largest consumer in the field. 

Plants in Buenos Ayres. 

‘With the South American grazing 
fields producing a large number of sur- 
plus cattle, it is obvious we would save 
money by shipping alive to New York 
or Jersey City and butchering and dress- 
ing the meat there. We would save ali 
the by-products, which have a big mar- 
ket here. 
“Swift and Armour have packing 
plants in Buenos Ayres, and if the tariff 
is taken off beef they can bring much 
of their Argentina output, which now 
goes to England, direct to_New_ York. 
In the event of free meat Australia will 
be a big contender and can ship direct 
to New York through the Panama Canal 
in comparatively fast time.”

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“‘Arson Squads” Leave Behind 
Taunting Notes, Demanding 
“Votes for Women.”

LONDON, March 2.—Two “arson 
squads” of militant suffragettes suc- 
ceeded in destroying $100,000 worth of 
property early today. 

One squad burned down the country 
residence of Lady Amy White at Engle- 
field Green, near the Thames. The other 
squad fired the buildings of the golf 
club at Weston-Super-Mare, a fashion- 
able summer watering place in Somer- 
setshire. 

Lady White is the widow of Field 
Marshal Sir Geerge White, the hero of 
Ladysmith in the Transvaal War. Her 
tig mansion stood-in spacious grounds. 
The flames were discovered at 1 o'clock 
this morning and at that time had sucha 
start that the efforts af the local fire 
brigade were helpless. Traces of oils and 
juflammable materials were found scat- 
tered about the house, while around the 
grounds were papers inscribed, ‘‘Stop 
torturing our comrades in prison!’’ 

“Votes for women!’ “By kind permis- 
sion of Charles Hobhouse!” were other 
expressions, the last being a reference 
to the recent taunt of Chancellor Hob- 
house that “women lack the real revo- 
lutionary spirit of men who burn and 
sack in support of their cause.’’ 

Two women on bicycles were seen in 
the neighborhood half an hour before 
the fire was discovered. The house was 
unoccupied. The incendiaries of the golf 
pavilions also escaped. 

There are many suffragettes now in 
that neighborhood owing to the meeting 
of national teachers’ conference, at 
which Viscount Haldane,- Lord H'gh 
Chancellor, is scheduled to‘deliver an 
address.

DR. SIMON’S RECORD. 

In the record of Dr. Simon’s dismissal from 
the office of Health Commissioner by Mayor 
Wells, which the Post-Dispatch published Wednes- 
jday, the Democratic Mayoralty candidate is 
entitled to the favorable entry that the trial was 
a farce. Mayor Wells was both the judge and 
prosecutor. He had the charges brought by his 
secretary and sat in judgment on.them. — 

The only bearing the action of the court had 
op the case was the affirmation of the Mayor's 


power to try Dr. Simon and dismiss him. It; 


should be borne in mind also that the officials 
who testified were under tte influence of the 
Mayor and would be inclined to give him vigo-- 
ous support in his effort to oust Dr, Simon. 

Holding their own offices under the will of the 
Mayor their testimony may be regarded as to 
some extent prejudiced. 

‘But when all the conditions unfavorable to 
Dr. Simon are discounted there remains the in- 
evitable judgment that, as Health Commissioner, 
he was a spoilsman. He sacrificed the public 
interest to the interest of his political friends. 

The Post-Dispatch expressed this judgment of 
Dr. Simon at the time of the trial. Commenting 
or. the farcical nature of the proceeding we said: 

The Post-Dispatch holds no brief for 
Health Commissioner Simon, whose activity 
in his office appears to have been largely 
political. His conduct in the case of Dr. 
Runge, whose earnest efforts to place the 
management of the Insane Asylum upon a 
high basis of efficiency were fatally ob- 
structed by Dr. Simon, was sufficient to en- 
title him to retirement. 

The Mayor may easily find—might have 
found at the time, to the relief of the perse- 
cuted Dr. Runge—sufficient ground to war- 
rant Dr. Simon’s dismissal. : 

On the other hand it must be said for Dr. 
Simon that while in office he attacked graft in 
the eleemosynary institutions under his super- 
vision.

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Why doesn’t the Council let the United Rajfl- 
ways Co. write its own bill, and be done with it?
